Mr. Mass inquired about the status of claim 32. 

In responding to this inquiry, the examiner noted that in the Advisory Action mailed 9/27/04 the examiner 
inadvertantly listed the wrong claims as "rejected" and "objected to". Given that the after-final amendment was not 
entered, the status of the claims did not change from the previous final office action mailed 6/1/04.Thus, the listing of 
the claims in item 7 of the Advisory Action is reversed. The correct status of the claims is that claims 1-3 5-14 16-27 
and 30-36 are rejected while claim 29 is objected to. ' 

With respect to claim 32, the examiner noted that the only pending rejection against the claim was under 35 USC 
1 12, second paragraph and that there were no prior art rejections pending against claim 32 . 
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
